To  His  Excellency,  Charles  S.  Deneen 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  Springfield,  Illinois: 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled: 
" An  Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  State1'  (Illinois), 
approved  June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organ- 
ized, the  Trustees  of  The  Newberry  Library  herewith  transmit 
their  twentieth  annual  report  of  the  history  and  operations  of 
the  Library  for  the  year  191 1 . 

The  following  changes  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  occurred 
since  the  date  of  the  last  report.  Mr.  John  P.  Wilson,  Jr.,  was, 
on  January  3,  1911,  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Hon.  Lambert  Tree  on  October  9,  1910.  On  January 
3,  191 1,  Mr.  Edward  E.  Ayer,  one  of  the  charter  members  of  the 
Board,  resigned,  and  on  March  6,  191 1,  Mr.  Edward  L.  Ryer- 
son  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Ayer's  resig- 
nation. The  complete  list  of  the  present  Trustees  and  officers, 
together  with  a  list  of  the  Trustees  from  the  organization  of  the 
Library  in  1892  to  191 1,  is  given,  as  usual,  in  the  accompanying 
pages. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian,  appended  hereto,  pre- 
sents in  detail  a  description  of  the  work  and  activities  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  Library  for  the  past  year,  including 
its  general  administration,  accessions,  number  of  periodicals, 
attendance  and  use  of  the  Library,  a  list  of  current  serials,  with 
the  names  of  donors  and  their  respective  gifts. 

I  may  mention  as  a  gratifying  feature  the  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  readers,  and  the  number  of  books  supplied  to 
them. 


I  would  call  special  attention  to  the  gift  of  Mr.  Edward  E. 
Ayer  of  his  collection  of  Americana,  within  its  special  field  the 
finest  collection  ever  brought  together  by  a  private  individual. 
The  value  of  this  collection  has  already  been  recognized  by 
experts  in  our  own  city  and  throughout  our  country,  who  have 
made  special  use  of  the  books  and  manuscripts  contained  therein. 
It  places  this  Library  in  the  first  rank  of  institutions  where 
American  history  may  be  studied  from  its  sources. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Charles  G.  Dawes  of  this  city 
for  the  gift  of  the  collection  made  by  his  uncle  Ephraim  C. 
Dawes,  who  was  a  resident  of  Washington  during  the  Civil  War. 
This  collection  of  some  eight  hundred  volumes  greatly  strength- 
ens the  resources  of  the  Library  in  this  important  division  of 
American  history. 

In  addition  to  the  acknowledgments  which  have  been  offi- 
cially made  to  the  several  donors  of  documents  to  the  Library, 
the  Trustees  would,  in  this  public  report,  express  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  thoughtfulness  that  has  made  this  institution  the 
recipient  of  their  gifts. 

A  statement  of  the  assets  of  The  Newberry  Library,  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  191 1,  with  the  real  estate;  also  the  expenditures  for 
books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and  fittings  of  the  Library,  from  its 
foundation  to  date,  will  be  found  on  page  48.

REPORT  OF   THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library: 

Gentlemen  :  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report 
of  the  Librarian  for  the  year  191 1.  The  statistics  are  taken 
from  the  several  records  currently  kept  by  the  assistants  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  Library. 

BOOKS   ACQUIRED   BY   PURCHASE 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Committee  on  Books  (1)  to 
maintain  the  strength  of  the  Library  in  those  subjects  in  which 
it  already  has  strong  and  valuable  collections,  and  (2)  to  fill  up 
and  strengthen  the  collections  on  subjects  incompletely  or 
insufficiently  represented.  The  volumes  selected  in  pursuance 
of  the  first  object  numbered  2,160;  those  chosen  to  fulfil  the 
second  numbered  2,355.  The  fifty  book  lists  submitted  to  the 
Committee  comprised  a  total  of  2,994  titles,  representing  4,515 
volumes  whose  estimated  cost  was  $12,500.  The  subject- 
matter  of  the  more  extensive  special  lists  was  as  follows:  (1) 
Bibliography  and  the  History  of  Printing,  (2)  Foreign  Historical 
and  Literary  Biography,  (3)  Theory  and  Development  of  Modern 
Historical  Science,  (4)  History  of  South  America,  (5)  India, 
(6)  Egyptology,  (7)  Regimental  Histories  of  the  Spanish-American 
War,  (8)  English  Literary  Criticism,  (9)  English  Drama, 
(10)  Classical  English  Translations  of  Greek  and  Roman  Writers, 
(n)  Recent  Publications  on  European  History  and  Literature. 
The  selections  made  from  newly  published  books  represented 
every  subject  proper  to  the  scope  of  the  Library. 

An  especially  noteworthy  acquisition  was  a  complete  set  of 
the  Buddhist  Scriptures,  the  so-called  Tripitaka.  This  great 
oriental  religious  classic  was  printed  in  1738  and  numbers  7,920 
volumes  in  729  richly  bound  cloth  cases  (t'ao).     It  represents 
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the  entire  series  of  sacred  books  taken  from  India  to  China  and 
there  translated,  together  with  the  original  works  of  native 
Chinese  priests,  with  a  full  complement  of  commentaries  and 
indexes.  It  forms  the  source  and  groundwork  of  the  world's 
knowledge  of  the  Buddhist  religion  in  China  and  Japan.  The 
Kanjur,  its  Tibetan  counterpart,  was  already  in  the  Library. 

The  music  collection  purchased  from  Mrs.  R.  Morphy-Voitier 
of  New  Orleans  made  an  interesting  addition  to  our  resources 
in  this  subject.  In  an  article  describing  our  purchase  Mr. 
Karleton  Hackett,  the  critic  of  the  Chicago  Evening  Post,  said: 
"The  Newberry  Library  has  come  into  possession  of  the  musical 
library  of  Mme.  T.  Le  Carpentier-Morphy  of  New  Orleans, 
which  throws  a  rather  surprising  light  on  the  feeling  for  music 
in  the  old  French  city  in  the  years  before  the  war.  Mme.  Le 
Carpentier-Morphy  was  the  mother  of  Paul  Morphy,  the  famous 
chess  player,  and  the  music  she  owned  and  played  would  do 
credit  to  the  salon  of  the  advanced  amateurs  of  our  own  proud 
generation.  We  are  apt  to  think  of  the  music  of  New  Orleans 
as  being  circumscribed  within  the  limits  of  Gottschalk's  'Last 
Hope,'  but  in  this  collection  of  a  wealthy  amateur  we  find  Beet- 
hoven, Mendelssohn,  Kalkbrenner,  Thalberg,  and  all  the  impor- 
tant figures  of  the  day,  symphonies  in  full  score,  chamber  music, 
and,  of  course,  piano  music  without  end.  The  collection  is 
most  interesting  as  an  unusual  human  document,  illustrating 
a  dim  corner  in  American  music  history,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  authorities  of  the  Library  will  keep  it  together  in  order  that 
its  peculiar  quality  may  not  be  dissipated  by  dispersion.  Such 
things  are  all  too  rare  in  our  American  life,  so  those  into  whose 
hands  they  come  should  take  special  care  of  them." 

The  collection  will  of  course  be  kept  intact  and  so  serve  as 
historical  material  for  the  future  historians  of  music  in  America. 

The  books  relating  to  Spanish  History  approved  in  iqio  have 
all  been  acquired,  and  the  titles  of  the  more  important  of  those 
which  came  in  this  year  will  be  found  included  in  the  following 
selected  list  of  recent  purchases.

That  the  recent  accessions  have  strengthened  the  Library 
in  many  needed  directions,  supplied  students  and  readers  with 
more  satisfactory  material  on  subjects  constantly  in  demand, 
enabled  the  library  staff  to  render  more  effective  assistance  in 
supplying  readers  with  desired  books  and  information,  is  indis- 
putable. The  head  of  the  Classification  Department,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  examine  the  contents  of  each  volume  added  and  to 
assign  it  to  its  proper  place  in  the  Classed  Subject  Catalogue, 
says:  "During  the  past  year,  books  have  been  acquired  which 
supply  long-needed  material  bearing  upon  topics  that  have 
been  inadequately  represented  by  the  literature  upon  the  shelves. 
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Not  that  some  information  upon  any  topic,  falling  at  all  within 
the  scope  of  the  Library,  may  not  be  obtained  for  inquirers;  but 
monographic  works  have  been  lacking  under  many  topics,  or 
else  the  works  bearing  upon  certain  topics  have  been  antiquated 
or  unsatisfactory  in  other  ways.  New  subject-headings  added 
to  the  classification  may  be  grouped  as  follows,  the  number  of  new 
topics  in  each  group  being  stated:  Art  (n).  Bibliography  (17), 
Commerce  (2),  Education  (5),  History  and  Travel  (n),  Lan- 
guages and  Dialects  (21),  Literature  (12),  Military  and  Naval 
Art  (4),  Music  (1),  Philosophy  (4),  Politics  and  Sociology  (14), 
Religion  (17)— total,  119." 

The  Reference  Librarian,  who  has  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  public  service  in  the  largest  department  of  the  Library, 
says:  ''Reference  work  in  the  department  directly  under  my 
care  has  been  greatly  facilitated  the  last  two  years  by  means  of 
the  new  acquisitions  on  those  subjects  which  are  the  specialties 
of  the  Library.  The  public  can  now  be  accommodated  more 
readily  and  more  satisfactorily,  and  the  assistants  are  able  to 
respond  to  demands  more  speedily  and  accurately.  If  any 
divisions  may  be  pointed  out  where  this  is  especially  the  case, 
they  are  those  relating  to  Religion,  Education,  Government, 
English  Literature,  and  Literary  Biography,  although,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  substantially  every  important  subject  has  been 
decidedly  strengthened."  These  facts  indicate  that  the  imme- 
diate objects  which  the  Book  Committee  has  had  in  view  have 
in  large  measure  been  achieved. 

The  Library  is  indebted  to  the  following  gentlemen  for  very 
helpful  advice  and  suggestions  with  reference  to  material  on 
which  their  opinion  was  sought  as  experts:  Professors  J.  H. 
Breasted,  E.  J.  Goodspeed,  and  W.  A.  Nitze  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  Professor  A.  C.  L.  Brown  of  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity, Professor  Duncan  B.  Macdonald  of  the  Hartford,  Conn., 
Theological  Seminary,  Professor  J.  J.  M.  de  Groot  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Berlin,  Germany,  Mr.  Karleton  Hackett,  Dr.  C.  B. 
Reed,  and  Mr.  C.  L.  Ricketts  of  Chicago. 

The  Librarian  attended  the  sale  of  the  first  portion  of  the 
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Robert  Hoe  Library  in  New  York  last  May  with  a  view  to  secur- 
ing individual  works  of  interest  to  this  Library  which  had  been 
approved  by  the  Book  Committee.  Our  bids  on  the  books 
desired  were  carefully  studied  and  decided  upon  before  the  sale, 
and  a  plan  of  action  to  meet  changing  conditions  during  its  pro- 
gress was  adopted  and  followed.  As  is  well  known,  the  Hoe 
books  fetched  prices  far  in  excess  of  what  was  generally  expected, 
and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Librarian,  far  in  excess  of  what  the 
Library  would  have  been  justified  in  paying.  We  acquired  less 
than  a  dozen  books  out  of  the  three  hundred  which  the  Com- 
mittee had  approved.  During  the  summer,  however,  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Library  secured  in  England  good  copies  of  a 
considerable  number  of  these  items  at  prices  under  or  just  about 
equal  to  our  bids  in  the  Hoe  sale.  The  reasons  for  the  high 
prices  which  the  Hoe  copies  brought  were,  in  the  main,  natural 
and  understandable.  The  books  in  scores  of  instances  were 
extraordinarily  fine  copies,  unusually  complete  in  all  points  of 
bibliographical  and  typographical  minutiae  and  original  condi- 
tion. Their  luxurious  and  artistic  bindings  were  the  work  of 
the  world's  greatest  masters  in  that  craft.  In  many  cases  their 
former  owners  had  been  kings,  queens,  great  nobles,  statesmen, 
and  other  famous  historical  and  literary  personages.  Facts 
like  these  made  the  Hoe  books  peculiarly  attractive  to  the 
wealthy  amateur  and  private  collector,  and  the  keen  competi- 
tion to  possess  them  caused  the  prices  paid  for  them  to  exceed  all 
previous  records.  An  institutional  library,  with  but  a  moderate 
income  and  a  large  field  of  public  needs  to  cover,  would  not  have 
been  justified  in  entering  this  competition  unless  it  had  been  given 
special  funds  for  the  sole  purpose  of  acquiring  these  particular 
copies.  Libraries  can  always  wait,  since  they  live  on  indefinitely ; 
private  collectors  must  in  course  of  time  pass  away — and  some- 
times, if  they  are  wise,  they  leave  their  books  to  libraries.  An 
institutional  library  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  textual  con- 
tents of  a  book,  and  its  importance  as  a  depository  of  information, 
thought,  or  expression  which  is  known  to  be  worthy  of  perma- 
nent human  interest  or  study.     The  library  must  view  books 
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mainly  as  tools  of  scholarship  and  as  sources  of  useful  knowledge. 
It  cannot  consider  or  regard  as  indispensable  in  a  book  such 
features  as:  "vellum  copy,"  inclusion  of  blank  leaves,  "adver- 
tisements at  end,"  "in  original  blue-paper  covers,"  "has  leaf  of 
Errata  often  missing,"  distinguished  previous  ownership  or  asso- 
ciation, etc.,  etc.  When  any  one  of  these  features,  or  others  like 
them,  adds  inordinately  to  the  price  of  a  book,  that  book  or 
copy  must  be  regarded  as  outside  the  range  of  normal  or  routine 
acquisition.  Books  possessing  these  marks  of  individuality 
have,  indeed,  a  real  interest  of  their  own;  there  are  numerous 
uses  to  which  they  may  be  put  and  some  useful  purposes  which 
they  may  be  made  to  serve.  But  until  public  library  incomes 
are  vastly  greater  than  they  are  now,  such  copies  must  come 
mainly  as  gifts  from  private  individuals. 

BOOKS   ACQUIRED   BY   GIFT 

The  event  which  will  always  make  the  year  191 1  memorable 
in  the  annals  of  the  Library  was  the  gift  by  Mr.  Edward  E.  Ayer 
of  his  princely  and  unrivaled  collection  of  Americana.  His 
formal  transfer  of  it  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  made  this 
institution  the  possessor  for  all  time  of  one  of  the  choicest  and 
most  complete  book  collections  ever  gathered  by  a  private  indi- 
vidual in  this  country.  No  general  statement  can  do  justice  to 
its  value,  no  general  description  can  adequately  set  forth  its 
importance  to  historical  investigators.  It  may,  however,  be 
said  with  confidence,  that  no  serious  student  or  writer  who  is 
concerned  with  the  discovery,  colonization,  and  settlement  of 
North  America,  the  history,  languages,  manners,  and  customs  of 
the  North  American  Indians,  or  the  history,  etc.,  of  the  Hawaiian 
and  Philippine  Islands,  can  afford  to  overlook  the  rich  store  of 
original  materials,  printed,  manuscript,  and  pictorial,  which 
the  Ayer  collection  contains. 

In  forming  the  collection  Mr.  Ayer  had  two  chief  aims  in 
view,  viz.:  (1)  to  secure  all  possible  original  editions  of  books, 
manuscripts  or  transcripts  of  original  manuscripts,  which,  taken 
collectively,  should  form  the  sources  for  the  history  of  the  dis- 
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covery,  exploration,  and  settlement  of  every  one  hundred  square 
miles  of  the  North  American  continent;  (2)  to  procure  all 
obtainable  books,  manuscripts,  etc.,  which  record  the  first  con- 
tact of  the  white  man  with  every  known  tribe  of  North  American 
Indians,  and  which  show  how  thereafter  the  white  man  treated 
the  Indians,  what  the  results  of  his  settlement  among  them  were, 
and  what  the  later  history  of  each  Indian  tribe  was.  In  1898, 
Mr.  Ayer  extended  the  range  of  his  collection  so  as  to  include 
the  Philippine  and  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  In  a  short  space 
of  time  he  gathered  together  a  remarkable  collection  of  manu- 
scripts, books,  engravings,  photographs,  etc.,  which  provide  the 
means  for  studying  intensively  the  inhabitants,  languages,  and 
history  of  our  new  island  possessions  from  their  discovery  to 
modern  times.  The  transcripts  of  important  manuscripts  num- 
ber over  1,000,  whose  originals  can  only  be  seen  in  the  Spanish, 
Philippine,  and  other  official  archives. 

In  accepting  this  great  gift,  the  Trustees  made  suitable  pro- 
vision for  its  permanent  increase,  and  during  the  year  there  was 
added  to  it  a  large  collection  of  transcripts  of  official  papers  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  made  in  London  by  Miss  Agnes  C. 
Laut.  These  transcripts  will  undoubtedly  throw  much  light  on 
many  hitherto  obscure  phases  of  Canadian  and  Pacific  Coast 
history.  The  Ayer  Collection  is  installed  in  rooms  especially 
equipped  for  it  and  will  always  remain  intact  and  not  to  be 
incorporated  with  or  distributed  among  the  other  books  in  the 
Library.  It  will  be  a  lasting,  visible  monument  to  the  foresight, 
pubb'c  spirit,  and  service  to  American  scholarship  of  its  generous 
donor. 

A  gift  which  has  notably  strengthened  and  supplemented  our 
history  collection  was  that  made  by  Mr.  Charles  G.  Dawes,  viz. : 
seven  hundred  and  eighty  bound  volumes  and  pamphlets  relating 
to  the  American  Civil  War.  The  collection  was  originally 
formed  by  Mr.  Dawes's  uncle,  Ephraim  C.  Dawes.  It  is  to  be 
kept  together  and  known  as  the  "Ephraim  C.  Dawes  Collection 
of  Army  Records."  It  contains  many  rare  and  valuable  com- 
plete sets  or  series,  such  as  "The  Southern  Magazine,"  "The 
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Bivouac,"  "Southern  Historical  Society  Papers,"  "Historical 
Magazine"  (1867-73),  "Loyal  Publication  Society"  (nos.  1-87), 
Army  of  the  Potomac:  General  Orders,  1861-1865;  scores  of 
volumes  of  military  biography,  personal  narratives  and  reminis- 
cences, regimental  histories,  and  a  large  number  of  contemporary 
pamphlets  on  every  phase  of  the  great  conflict,  military,  political, 
a.nd  social.  In  every  way  it  is  a  most  valuable  addition  to  our 
materials  for  the  study  of  the  war  between  the  states.

STATISTICS 

It  would  doubtless  surprise  the  layman  to  know  how  many 
and  how  varied  are  the  meanings  which  bibliographers  and 
library  officials  attach  to  the  words  " volume"  and  "pamphlet," 
and  in  what  divergent  ways  these  terms  are  applied.  A  library 
may  change  its  interpretation  of  them  several  times  in  the  course 
of  its  history,  or  it  may  never  seriously  consider  the  matter  of 
definition  until  a  sharp  necessity  for  it  arises.  But  unless  this 
matter  is  watched  very  carefully,  library  statistics  may  become 
so  vitiated  as  to  be  worthless  and  unmeaning  when  real  tests  of 
their  accuracy  are  applied.  It  is  my  desire  to  have  the  figures 
presented  in  these  annual  reports  as  accurate  as  possible  and 
capable  of  exact  definition  and  clear  explanation.  With  a  view 
to  realizing  this  object,  we  have  this  year  begun  a  recount  of  the 
entire  collection  of  books  and  other  material  in  the  possession  of 
the  Library.  In  the  absence  of  a  generally  known  and  practiced 
system  of  rules  for  counting  library  material,  it  was  first  necessary 
to  create  one  for  ourselves.  After  careful  study,  a  set  of  defini- 
tions of  terms  and  rules  for  applying  them  was  worked  out, 
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tested,  and  adopted  for  application  in  the  recount.  These 
rules  and  terms  are  printed  in  full  as  an  Appendix  to  this 
report. 

The  entries  in  the  general  accession  records  of  the  Library 
were  made  the  basis  of  the  recount.  Every  entry  in  them,  from 
the  foundation  of  the  institution  to  the  present  date,  has  been 
carefully  examined,  checked,  and  counted  in  accordance  with  the 
new  definitions  and  rules.  The  provisional  result  shows  a  net 
total  of  276,521  volumes  and  pamphlets  so  recorded.  During 
191 2,  this  result  will  be  compared  and  checked  with  other 
statistical  records  kept  by  the  Library. 

The  Edward  E.  Ayer  Collection  has  also  been  counted  in 
accordance  with  the  new  rules  and  shows  33,407  items  in  all 
classes.  In  conformity  with  the  terms  of  gift,  the  Ayer  books 
will  not  be  entered  in  the  general  accession  books  of  the  Library, 
but  will  be  recorded  in  a  special  accession  record  of  their  own, 
which  will  be  begun  on  January  1,  191 2.  The  collection  has  its 
own  card  catalogue  and  all  its  books  are  available  for  public  use 
and  reference. 

The  Chinese,  Japanese,  and  Tibetan  material  is  likewise  not 
entered  in  the  general  accession  record  and  so  has  to  be  reported 
on  separately.  At  present  its  only  record  or  catalogue  is  the 
manuscript  list  made  by  Dr.  Laufer  as  he  purchased  the  books 
during  his  expedition.  A  provisional  count  of  these  books  has 
been  made  and  I  tentatively  report  them  as  1,217  works  in 
21,654  Chinese  volumes. 

A  third  class  of  material  not  now  currently  entered  in  the 
general  accession  records,  and  so  enumerated  here  separately, 
consists  of  government  publications  received  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents  at  Washington.  As  I  understand  the 
present  law  relative  to  this  matter,  these  documents  are 
"deposited"  in  and  not  given  to  the  library  receiving  them,  and 
the  Document  Office  is  authorized  to  recall  them  at  any  time  and 
for  any  reason  that  may  seem  good  to  it. 

The  following  summaries  give  the  figures  for  the  191 1  acces- 
sions, and  a  provisional  total  of  the  main  contents  of  the  Library 
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as  recorded  in  the  general  accession  record  up  to  January  i, 
191 2,  the  Ayer  Collection,  etc.

PUBLIC   SERVICE   AND   USE 

Attendance. — The  Library  was  open  307  days  and  the  number 
of  readers  to  whom  books  were  issued  or  information  supplied  in 
the  several  public  rooms  was  75,477.  This  was  an  increase  of 
9,067  over  the  attendance  for  1910.  As  will  be  seen  by  referring 
to  the  accompanying  Table  of  Attendance,  every  department 
shared  in  this  growth.  The  total  increase  is  a  large  one  for  a 
reference  library  and  cannot  be  expected  to  be  repeated  very 
often,  much  as  we  should  like  to  have  it.  The  fact,  however, 
may  fairly  be  assumed  to  indicate  an  increasing  need  of  the 
Library  on  the  part  of  its  immediate  public,  a  growing  knowl- 
edge of  the  strength  and  utility  of  its  resources,  and  the  suc- 
cessful placing  of  these  resources  at  the  service  of  those  who 
need  them.  It  is  important  to  note  that  the  evening  attendance 
shows  a  gain  of  3,724  over  last  year.  A  very  large  number  of 
those  who  come  in  the  evening  are  persons  engaged  during  the 
day  in  their  various  occupations,  trades,  or  professions.  Many 
are  seeking  to  supplement  their  school  education  or  add  to  it  by 
study  and  systematic  reading.  The  Library  has  here  a  great 
educational  opportunity  which  should  be  accepted  and  developed 
to  the  fullest  possible  extent.  The  civic  and  social  value  of 
assisting  the  ambitious  element  among  the  younger  generation 
of  workers  in  the  world  of  business  to  attain  a  higher  standard 
of  cultural  interests  and  a  greater  degree  of  intellectual  power, 
is  incalculable. 
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Books  used. — The  number  of  volumes  used  of  which  it  was 
possible  to  keep  exact  record  reached  a  total  of  107,079.  This 
was  an  increase  of  12,525  over  the  corresponding  record  for  1910. 
The  increase  was  most  marked  in  the  following  subjects  and 
collections:  Encyclopaedia  and  General  Works,  General  Peri- 
odicals, Ecclesiastical  History,  Political  Economy,  Goverment, 
Sports  and  Pastimes,  Fine  Arts,  the  Bonaparte  Philological 
Collection,  the  Eames  India  Collection,  the  Chinese  Collection, 
and  Egyptology.  The  accompanying  Table  of  Books  Issued 
gives  the  statistical  details  of  book  use  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. Letters  of  inquiry  from  persons  at  a  distance  have  also 
grown  in  number.  No  exact  record  of  all  answers  has  been  kept, 
but  note  has  been  made  of  212  inquiries  whose  formal  answer 
required  an  appreciable  amount  of  investigation  by  the  library 
assistants.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-four  (574)  telephone 
requests  for  information  have  been  received  and  answered  either 
by  telephone  or  mail. 

Inter-library  loans. — Twenty-three  volumes  have  been  loaned 
to  other  institutions,  as  follows:  University  of  Chicago  (9). 
University  of  Missouri  (3),  University  of  Illinois  (2),  Minneapo- 
lis Public  Library  (1).  Field  Museum  Library  (5),  Caxton 
Club  Library  (1),  University  Club  Library  (1).  For  the  use 
of  our  own  readers  we  have  borrowed  seven  volumes  from  other 
libraries:  Chicago  Public  Library  (3),  Library  of  Congress  (1), 
Brookline,  Mass.,  Public  Library  (1),  College  of  Physicians 
Library,  Philadelphia  (2). 

Publications. — In  collaboration  with  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  and  The  John  Crerar  Library,  The  Newberry  Library 
shared  in  the  preparation  and  publication  of  a  "Check  List  of 
Books  and  Pamphlets  on  Municipal  Government  [to  be]  found 
in  the  Free  Public  Libraries  of  Chicago."  The  list  numbered 
about  one  thousand  selected  titles,  two  hundred  and  fifty  of 
which  were  in  this  Library.  On  December  31,  we  issued  a 
ninety-six  page  pamphlet  entitled  "Materials  for  the  Study  of 
the  English  Drama  (excluding  Shakespeare):  A  selected  List 
of  Books  in  the  Newberry  Library."     This  publication,  which  was 
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entirely  prepared  by  members  of  the  library  staff,  was  designed 
to  assist  the  growing  number  of  persons  interested  in  this  sub- 
ject who  are  already  using  the  Library,  and  to  bring  our  collec- 
tions to  the  attention  of  others  who  do  not  yet  know  of  our 
resources,  but  who  could  certainly  make  use  of  them  if  they  were 
informed  of  what  we  have.  Material  for  other  publications 
intended  to  make  our  resources  in  other  subjects  more  widely 
known  is  in  hand  and  can  be  put  in  finished  shape  as  time  and 
opportunity  permit.  For  the  Committee  on  Bibliography  of  the 
American  Historical  Association  we  checked  up  our  European 
history  section  for  a  forthcoming  ''Check  List  of  Collections 
relating  to  European  History"  in  American  libraries.  Prof.  E. 
C.  Richardson  of  Princeton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  writes 
as  follows  regarding  our  showing:  "I  find  that  your  481  titles 
puts  you  eighth  in  the  list— a  pleasant  surprise  as  I  had  roughly 
estimated  you  as  300.  The  higher  ones  are  Harvard  1,267, 
Library  of  Congress  971,  New  York  Public  864,  Columbia  771, 
Cornell  628,  Yale  607,  and  Boston  Public  528.  The  Chicago 
Public  Library  with  133  and  the  University  of  Chicago  with  205 
bring  Chicago's  showing  up  to  a  very  nice  figure." 

Exhibitions. — Three  special  exhibitions  have  been  arranged 
and  displayed  in  the  Exhibition  Room.  All  have  attracted  a 
wide  local  interest  and  have  been  well  attended  by  the  public. 
During  February  and  March  the  subject  illustrated  was  the 
cartography  of  North  America  and  the  gradual  development 
of  the  world's  knowledge  of  this  continent  as  decade  by  decade 
explorers  found  and  traversed  its  several  parts.  The  Geo- 
graphical Society  of  Chicago  devoted  one  of  its  regular  meetings 
to  viewing  and  studying  the  material  displayed,  all  of  which 
was  taken  from  the  Edward  E.  Ayer  Collection.  In  April  a 
Bible  exhibit  was  made  in  commemoration  of  the  three  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  publication  of  the  King  James  Authorized 
Version.  Several  hundred  editions,  including  many  rare  origi- 
nals, were  shown.  The  public  interest  was  so  great  that  the 
regular  hours  of  opening  the  Exhibition  Room  had  to  be  extended. 
The  exhibit  was  retained  throughout  the  summer  months  for 
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the  benefit  of  the  many  out-of-town  visitors  who  came  at  that 
time.  In  October,  Dr.  Laufer  arranged  certain  of  the  Chinese, 
Japanese,  and  Tibetan  books,  manuscripts,  and  engravings  in 
such  a  way  as  to  illustrate  the  origin,  growth,  and  development 
of  the  printing  arts  in  Eastern  Asia.  For  this  exhibit  the  John 
Crerar  Library  loaned  a  number  of  works  from  its  Oriental  Col- 
lection, and  the  Field  Museum  loaned  a  large  number  of  print- 
ers' and  engravers'  tools,  engraved  blocks,  and  rubbings.  The 
whole  formed  a  display  of  great  educational  value  and  historic 
interest. 

THE  CATALOGUE  DEPARTMENT 

The  work  and  activities  of  this  division  have  been  seriously 
inconvenienced  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  its  personnel,  methods, 
practice,  and  procedure  have  undergone  extensive  changes  and 
reorganization  during  the  past  nine  months.  It  has  also  suffered 
from  unexpected  and  from  unavoidable  shortages  in  its  force  of 
workers.  But  the  hindrances  and  uncertainties  due  to  this 
reorganization  are  rapidly  clearing  away  and  there  is  every 
ground  for  believing  that  the  coming  year  will  show  greatly 
improved  conditions  and  results.  As  at  present  determined, 
the  main  routine  work  of  this  department  will  be:  (i)  To  cata- 
logue all  incoming  accessions  and  prepare  a  full  complement  of 
cards  for  insertion  in  the  Official  Author  Catalogue;  (2)  to  pre- 
pare a  duplicate  set  of  these  cards  for  current  insertion  in  the 
new  Public  Author  Catalogue  now  in  process  of  compilation  by 
,  the  recataloguing  force;  (3)  to  revise,  as  time  permits,  such 
former  entries  in  the  Official  Catalogue  as  are  known  or  found 
to  be  incomplete,  erroneous,  and  not  in  accordance  with  present 
practice,  and  gradually  bring  this  Catalogue  into  general  uni- 
formity with  the  new  Public  Author  Catalogue.  This  depart- 
ment will  also  arrange  and  maintain  the  slip  catalogue  of  books 
in  the  Library  of  Congress  which,  since  January  1,  19 10,  has 
been  formed  by  cutting  and  arranging  the  proof  sheets  of  all 
catalogue  cards  printed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  since  that 
date.  We  have  come  to  regard  this  "proof-sheet  catalogue"  as 
a  bibliographical  and  cataloguing  tool  of  great  value  and  use-

fulness.  It  is  a  dependable  source  of  a  vast  amount  of  informa- 
tion needed  by  both  the  public  and  the  cataloguers,  which 
apparently  cannot  be  found  readily  in  any  other  place.  From 
it  we  ascertain  amongst  other  things:  (i)  For  which  of  our  new 
accessions  Library  of  Congress  printed  cards  may  be  secured; 
(2)  standard  or  best  forms  of  author  and  title  entry  for  cata- 
logue use  as  decided  upon  by  the  national  library;  (3)  full  and 
correct  names  of  authors,  especially  those  whose  names  do  not 
yet  appear  in  the  current  biographical  encyclopaedias,  etc.; 
(4)  details  of  place  of  publication,  name  of  publisher,  and  the 
price  of  hundreds  of  copyrighted  books  which  are  not  recorded 
in  the  regular  trade  bibliographies.  Inasmuch  as  we  are  now 
following  in  our  cataloguing  procedure  the  same  code  of  rules 
as  that  used  by  the  Catalogue  Department  of  the  Library  of 
of  Congress,  their  cards  illustrate  the  application  of  these  rules 
and  furnish  us  models  of  actual  practice  in  many  doubtful  or 
difficult  cases.  We  are  thus  saved  the  time  which  would  be 
consumed  by  our  cataloguers  in  studying  out  and  solving  these 
cases  independently.  This  Library  of  Congress  proof-sheet 
catalogue  now  numbers  over  91,000  entry  slips  and  may  be 
expected  to  grow  at  the  rate  of  about  50,000  annually. 

In  spite  of  the  handicaps  mentioned  above,  the  new  chief  of 
the  Catalogue  Department  is  able  to  report  having  catalogued 
for  the  Official  Catalogue  6,429  new  titles,  representing  7,870 
volumes,  for  which  11,482  cards  were  prepared.  For  the  new 
Public  Author  Catalogue  2,165  duplicate  main  entry  cards  were 
made.  Library  of  Congress  printed  cards  were  secured  for  25 
per  cent  of  the  new  titles  catalogued  between  April  and  Decem- 
ber inclusive.  In  response  to  requests  from  the  Catalogue 
Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress  we  have  catalogued  and  sent 
them  catalogue  copy  for  250  titles  among  our  recent  acquisitions. 
They  have  printed  this  copy  and  supplied  us  with  full  sets  of 
printed  cards  for  these  titles  for  use  in  our  catalogues  without 
expense  to  us. 

The  organization  and  progress  of  the  work  of  preparing  a 
new  Public  Author  Catalogue  on  cards  to  embrace  eventually 
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(as  at  present  planned)  the  entire  contents  of  the  Library,  was 
described  in  detail  in  my  special  report  dated  October  r,  191 1, 
and  need  not  be  repeated  here.  During  191 2,  four  persons  will  be 
exclusively  engaged  in  the  compilation  of  this  Catalogue,  and  their 
work  will  be  revised  and  directed  by  the  Head  Cataloguer.  It 
may,  however,  be  of  interest  to  record  the  number  and  cost  of  the 
printed  cards  thus  far  secured  from  the  Library  of  Congress  pri- 
marily for  incorporation  in  the  new  Catalogue.    The  figures  are:

CLASSIFICATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  chief  of  this  division  reports  having  classified  a  total  of 
11,432  volumes  and  pamphlets.  The  number  of  entries  written, 
mounted,  and  inserted  in  the  Classed  Subject  Catalogue  was 
20,580.  The  Eames  Collection  of  works  on  India  has  been 
completely  classified  and  the  necessary  entries  are  nearly  all 
written  and  revised;  the  books  have  been  assigned  complete 
call-numbers,  and  these  have  been  hand-written  on  the  Eames 
labels,  preparatory  to  permanent  gilding.  The  number  of  titles 
in  this  collection  is  1,990,  embracing  2,888  volumes  and  pam- 
phlets. The  Dawes  Civil  War  Collection  will  next  be  taken  up 
for  similar  treatment.  In  addition  to  his  routine  duties,  the 
head  of  this  department  has  taken  a  leading  part  in  the  effort 
to  arrive  at  a  more  exact  statistical  record  of  the  contents  of  the 
Library  and  to  establish  a  definite  set  of  rules  and  principles  for 
the  future  counting  of  our  materials. 
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THE   GENEALOGICAL   INDEX 

During  191 1,  17,090  finished,  mounted  entries  have  been 
inserted  in  the  Index  volumes;  25,840  similarly  finished  entries 
are  alphabeted  and  in  process  of  insertion.  Manuscript  copy 
for  approximately  25,150  entries  has  been  compiled,  and  11,520 
of  them  have  reached  the  typewritten  stage.  There  is  now  on 
hand,  ready  for  typing,  a  total  of  approximately  39,209  new 
entries.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  record  the  fact  that  every 
phase  of  work  connected  with  the  Genealogical  Index  is  now 
conducted  as  a  subsidiary  and  not  as  a  principal  process.  The 
selection  and  compilation  of  the  material  constituting  an  entry 
or  reference  is  done  by  an  assistant  whose  chief  duty  is  the  cus- 
todianship of  one  of  the  public  rooms.  Her  manuscript  is 
typewritten  by  a  typist  when  not  otherwise  occupied  or  pressed 
with  more  important  work.  The  typewritten  copy  is  pasted 
and  mounted  and  later  cut  in  the  bindery  as  opportunity  affords. 
The  finished  slips  are  alphabeted  and  finally  arranged  by  a  page 
when  he  can  be  spared  from  his  appointed  duties.  Thus  no 
person  is  employed  for  exclusive  service  on  the  Index,  and  all 
work  involved  in  its  compilation  and  up-keep  is  done  at  times 
when  there  is  a  shortage  of  or  lull  in  the  principal  work  and 
activities  of  the  institution. 

BINDING 

The  bindery  has  been  called  upon  for  more  work  than  ever 
before,  and,  with  no  increase  in  his  force  the  head  of  this  depart- 
ment has  assumed  and  successfully  carried  out  every  additional 
task  imposed  or  found  to  be  necessary.  These  additions  have 
been  many  and  varied.  The  following  figures  show  the  increase 
concretely :

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In  April,  it  was  decided  to  abandon  the  use  of  the  unsightly 
paper  labels  which  most  libraries  attach  to  the  backs  of  their 
books.  The  necessary  location  mark  ("call  number")  of  the 
book  is  now  neatly  gilded  on  the  back  of  each  volume,  with  a 
resulting  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the  books  which 
has  called  forth  expressions  of  approval  and  appreciation  from 
all  who  see  them.  In  the  bindery,  this  work  is  dovetailed  into 
the  regular  routine  and  handled  most  expeditiously.  The  time 
formerly  spent  by  a  boy  in  slowly  pasting  and  numbering  the 
labels  is  now  employed  more  usefully  in  other  directions.  The 
purpose  of  the  new  pamphlet  box  is  to  hold  unbound  reports 
and  parts  of  volumes  until  a  sufficient  number  of  them  have 
accumulated  to  form  a  volume  suitable  in  size  for  permanent 
binding.  The  bindery  also  cuts  and  punches  all  the  catalogue 
cards  used,  pastes  and  mounts  the  entries  for  the  Classed  Sub- 
ject Catalogue  and  Genealogical  Index,  does  a  large  amount 
of  repairing  of  books  and  other  library  material,  and  performs 
scores  of  minor  services  which  taken  cumulatively  are  of  inesti- 
mable value  to  the  work  and  property  of  the  institution.  At 
present,  only  the  best  Turkey  or  German  morocco  is  used  in 
treating  books  (except  newspapers)  bound  in  leather;  for  all 
cloth-bound  volumes  English  Imperial  cloth  is  used. 

LIBRARY   STAFF 

This  report  would  be  markedly  incomplete  if  it  failed  to 
include  an  expression  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  Libra- 
rian of  the  excellent  work  being  done  by  the  members  of  the 
present  staff.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  successful  one 
in  many  respects  and  a  very  large  share  of  the  credit  for  this 
success  is  due  to  the  staff,  whose  loyalty,  cooperation,  and  devo- 
tion to  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  have  been  at  all  times 
evident.  They  have  been  patient  under  trying  conditions,  they 
have  cheerfully  assumed  additional  tasks  when  the  public  con- 
venience required  it,  and  they  have  endeavored  to  assist  to  the 
utmost  every  serious  inquirer  and  seeker  after  knowledge.

APPENDIX   III 

DEFINITIONS  AND  RULES  FOR  COMPILING  STATISTICS  OF 

BOOKS   IN   THE  LIBRARY 

I.    DEFINITIONS 

1 .   Volume — 

a)  The  term  "volume"  is  used  in  the  sense  of  a  collection  of 
sheets  comprising  more  than  one  hundred  pages.  It  is  distin- 
guished from  "part"  (1)  by  having  a  title-page  of  its  own  and 
(2)  by  being  a  principal  subdivision  of  a  work.  "Volume"  in  the 
sense  of  a  "binding,"  enclosing  several  volumes,  pamphlets,  num- 
bers, or  parts,  is  called  a  "book."  Several  volumes  or  pamphlets 
may  be  bound  together  into  one  "book." 

b)  The  following  foreign  terms  are  used  as  synonymous  with 
"volume":  Band,  bind,  deel,  theil,  tome,  tomo,  tomus.  In  the  sense 
of  an  independent  volume,  heft  counts  as  such,  otherwise  it  counts 
as  a  part  or  a  "number." 

c)  An  appendix,  index,  or  supplement  with  an  individual  title- 
page  is  treated  like  a  volume.     (Compare  "Part,"  section  4.) 
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2.  Pamphlet — 

The  term  " pamphlet"  is  used  in  the  sense  of  a  collection  of 
sheets  comprising  one  hundred  pages  or  less  (and  not  a  serial), 
whether  bound  individually  or  with  others.  The  term  "pamphlet" 
is  not  applied,  however,  to  quarto  and  folio  publications;  these  are 
counted  as  volumes.  In  its  ordinary  sense  of  an  unbound  collection 
of  a  few  sheets  fastened  together,  the  term  "pamphlet"  has  no 
significance  in  the  Newberry  Library,  because  no  pamphlets  are 
placed  permanently  upon  the  shelves  unbound.  "Pamphlet"  is 
distinguished  from  "number"  (of  a  serial)  by  being  an  individual 
or  independent  publication. 

3.  Number — 

A  serial  publication  forming  part  of  a  volume  or  of  a  series;  in 
the  latter  sense,  always  less  than  one  hundred  and  one  pages. 

4.  Part — 

a)  A  subordinate  portion  of  a  work,  either  with  or  without  an 
individual  title-page  of  its  own  and  with  or  without  separate 
pagination,  but  distinguished  from  a  volume  by  being  included  or 
covered  by  a  collective  title-page  of  the  entire  work  or  of  a  volume 
of  this  work. 

b)  The  following  foreign  terms  are  treated  as  synonymous  with 
"part":  Fascicule,  hdlfte,  lieferung,  partie,  section,  stuk.  The  term 
abtheilung  may  mean  either  volume,  series,  division  (including 
volumes),  or  part;   it  is  not  counted  unless  it  means  volume. 

c)  An  appendix,  index,  or  supplement  without  an  individual  title- 
page  is  treated  as  part  of  a  volume  and  is  not  counted  separately. 

5.  Map — 

Individual  maps  only  are  meant  when  separately  counted  in 
statistics.  Maps  forming  atlases  or  accompanying  printed  text 
are  not  counted  separately.  Individual  maps  may  be  bound  or 
unbound. 

6.  Chart — 

Topographical  or  nautical  charts  only  are  meant. 

7.  Broadside — 

An  unfolded  sheet  printed  upon  one  side  only.     Broadsheet,  an 

unfolded  sheet  printed  upon  both  sides.* 

*  The  definitions  of  "broadside"  and  "broadsheet"  follow  the  distinctions 
made  by  Charles  Evans  (American  Bibliography,  v.  5,  p.  xv).  Other  distinctions 
drawn  by  Mr.  Evans,  e.g.  in  denning  pamphlets  of  varying  size,  seemed  too  intri- 
cate to  adopt  for  library  purposes.  * 
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II.    RULES    OF    COUNTING 

i.  Every  volume  is  to  be  counted,  whether  bound  individually 
or  with  other  volumes. 

2.  Every  pamphlet  (not  a  serial)  is  to  be  counted,  whether 
bound  individually  or  with  other  pamphlets. 

3.  A  volume  so  large  as  to  be  bound  in  several  books  or  bind- 
ings is  to  be  counted  as  it  is  bound;  the  principle  here  is  that  a 
volume  is  properly  a  collection  of  as  many  sheets  as  will  form  a 
book  of  convenient  size  for  handling. 

4.  Newspapers  and  other  daily  issues  which  must  necessarily  be 
bound  in  many  books  to  a  year,  are  to  be  counted  as  they  are 
bound,  on  the  principle  stated  in  section  II.  3.  The  volume 
designation  sometimes  used  in  daily  newspapers  is  disregarded 
altogether. 

5.  Leaflets  issued  serially,  with  collective  title-page  for  the 
volume,  are  to  be  counted  by  volume;  those  issued  without  collect- 
ive title-page  are  to  be  counted  by  "books"  (see  section  I.  1.  a); 
the  principle  here  is  that  the  "book"  or  binding  combines  about 
the  same  number  of  leaflets  as  in  the  first  case. 

6.  Annuals  are  to  be  counted  as  one  to  a  year  when  no  volume 
designation  is  given. 

7.  Parts  and  numbers,  forming  portions  of  volumes  and  bound 
with  separate  collective  title-pages,  are  to  be  counted  by  volume. 

8.  Maps  (individual)  and  topographical  charts  are  to  be 
counted  as  a  separate  class. 

9.  Manuscripts  are  to  be  counted  as  a  separate  class. 

10.  Broadsides,  broadsheets,  including  similar  material,  are  to 
be  counted  as  a  separate  class. 

11.  Paintings,  photographs,  busts,   coins,  medals,  and   the   like 
are  to  be  listed  under  specific  heads  and  counted  individually.
